CYCLONE. 


DcMlmciiou of Property Near Boodj- 


by Friday Might* Storm--Tl»e 


II amnge Estimated at 


350,000. 


A destructive cyclone visited the 


vicinity of Boody, on Friday night, 
which struck terror to the hearts ol 
the residents in that section and did 
a great deal of damage to property 
and crops. The violent wind aud 
pouring rain at this point was not a 
circumstance to that Boody. At the 
latter place the storm commenced be- 
tween eleven and twelve o'clock. It 
started at Albert Howland's farm four 
miles northwest of Boody and tore 
along in a southeasterly direction to 
the Christian county line.. The path 
of the storm was about a half mile 
wide and everything in ics w_ay felt 
its terrible effects. It is estimated 
that the damage done by the cyclone 
cannot be covered by less than $50,- 
000. Tua following is a brief sum- 
mary of the property damaged: 


M. P. Harrington's barn wrecked, 


and a portion of the roof torn off, and 
a chimney blown from him house. A 
self-binder and a wagon were demol 
ished. 


"Farmer" Jones' door was blown 


open and a sewing machine carried 
out of a window.
